That connecting rods get soft 
when straightened too frequently? 
Connecting rods have a habit of 
getting out of line, elther through 
straining or misalignment of the 
crankshaft, ‘This causes an engine 
knock, slintlar to a piston slap; and 
one way to remedy the trouble 
if only temporarily——is to straight 
en the connecting rods again But 


the more a rod is straightened the 
quicker 


softer it becomes, and the 

it will get out of line again. If a 
motorist really wants the work 
done right he should use new rods.

For Those Who Shoot With a Camera 


Pritish Columbia Establishes 


Unique Reserve of Superb 
Beauty and Rich in Game 


For the Sole Use of Photo- 


graphers of Wild Life— 
New Sport Growing in 
Popularity. 


By ARCHIE WILLS 
UNTING with a camera is the Iatest sport. 
No longer is the man who loads up like a 
Dirate and goes off to test his aim at the 
winging bird or the sta!king moose going to have 
the field to himself. 

Out in British Columbia a big effort Is being 
made to popularize the hunting-with-a-camera 
idea, and much consideration is being given to 
this new sportsman. 

Reserves are being set aside for the sole use 
of the hunter-with-a-camera. In them he will 
be able to “pot” away to his heart's content and 
he can always bank on getting a good size “bag” 
of every species of game. 

With the rapid decimation of the big game of 
the country and the general cry for the clamps 
to be further tightened on the man who carries 
a gun, in the form of closed seasons, the hunter- 
with-a-camera looms up as ore of the greatest 
sportsmen of the future, 

Equipped with a camera slung over his shoul- 
der, his belt loaded with light films, instead of 
burdensome cartridges, and his sleeping kit and 
grub, the new hunter will find the reserves open 
to him the whole year round. Closed seasons 
will not worry him, as his “shooting” will in no 
way destroy or interfere witu the propagation of 
the animals. 

M. B. Jackson, K.C., M.L.A 1airman of the 
game board of British Columbia, is developing 
a very comprehensive and novel scheme, which, 
it is expected, will make a very strong appeal 
to the thousands of tourists who annually visit 
the coast province. In the past he has given a 
lot of consideration to the old-time hunter, but 
now he wishes to see that the vast section of the 
public which does not look k ly upon the kill- 
ing of the beasts of the forests and the birds of 
the air is catered to. He believes that the 
future holds great things for the hunter-with- 
a-camera, 

Although British Columbia boasted of a num- 
ber of splendid game ves Jackson was 
not content with these. He wanted something 
unique: something that would have a distinct 
appeal to photographers, both amateur and pro- 
fessional, and would have equal anywhere 
in the world. He studied the map, traversed 
inuch country, but still found nothing that would 
measure up to his conception of what the game 
sanctuary, as he likes to cali it, should be, 

Circumstances brought him in touch with 
J. P. Babcock, fishery commissioner of British 
Columbia, They talked over the idea, and then 
Mr. Babcock told of a little spot in the interior 
of the province which he believed would be the 
ideal hunting ground for the photographer. He 
pulled out a map and placed his finger upon 
the Bowron lake district. 

Mr. Babcock first went into Bowron lake in 
1903 for the purpose of observing the spawning 
of the salmon, the streams there being contribu- 
tory to the mighty Fraser. Mr. Babcock was 
impressed with the superb the great 
game and the accessibility of the district. Each 
year since he has visited the place

R. BABCOCK has always been a keen photo

“It is bound to be true,” says Dr. Pearl, “that 
any factors of major importance will be found 
to be common in greater or less degree to a very 
large number of greatly extended lives, if not 
to all.” 

So the fhvestigator picked up the clue for 
his research. He subscribed to a bureau for 
newspaper clippings concerning all persons liv- 
ing at 95 years or over, and as the clippings came 
in he sent to each of the persons so discovered 
a questionnaire form covering the field 
of heredity, cal environment, habits, health 
and disease history, race and physical constitu- 
tion 

“This plan was begun as an experiment,” he 
writes, “with great doubt on two points. Would 
anyone take the trouble to reply when no re 
ward was offered for so donig? And if the 
blanks were filled out and returned, would the 
information given be reliable and accurate?” 

In regard to both misgivings, however, he 
found himself agreeably surprised. ‘The per-

centage of replies received was large. And the 
Oldsters were honest. 
“In every case,” say Dr. Pearl, “in which 


we have been able to check

“It appears that the brothers of our ex- 
tremely long-lived persons live on the average at 
least 17 1-3 years longer than the general popula- 
tion male, and their sisters live at least 9,28 
years longer on the average than the general 
population female.. These are substantial dif- 
ferences.” 

Dr, Pearl comes next to the question of the 
use of alcohol and tobacco. 

Of 26 men who furnished information on this 
point, 14, or 54 per cent., had used alcohol as a 
beverage during their lives, and 12, or 46 per 
cent., had been total abstainers. The mean 
present age of the alcohol users is 97.2 years, 
and of the abstainers 97.8 yoars. 

“Thus it appears possible,” Dr, Pearl writes, 
“to attain great age either with or without the 
use of alcohol as a beverage. One of the four- 
teen users admits excessive use of alcohol dur- 
ing some years of his life. The others profess 
to have been, and probably were, moderate 
drinkers.” 

Of nineteen women who furnished informa- 
tion on this point, thirteen, or 68 per cent., were 
total abstainers. Their mean present age was 
98.8 years. Six, or 32 per cent., were moderate 
users, with an average present age of 98.7 years. 

Of the 26 men, six smoked, five chewed and 
two both smoked and chewed tobacco, while 
the remaining thirteen, or exactly 60 per cent., 
had never used tobacco in any form, Of 2i 
women, only one reported using tobacco, and she 
had smoked all ber life. 

“Again it appears,” comments Dr. Pearl, “that 
the use or non-use of tobacco js equally com- 
patible with the attainment of great longevity.” 

“It is evident,” Dr. Pearl sums it up, “that 
these long-lived people both belonged to and had 
large families, These long-lived persons evidently 
in this respect, as in others, are differentiated 
from the general population, The great import- 
ance of heredity as a factor in extreme longevity 
is made perfectly clear even in fifty cases,”—
